A 19-year-old Costa Rican, Manuel 


Dobles, who was in Paris shortly be- 
fore the Germans took the French 
capital, who was an eye-witness to 
the flight of war refugees from Paris 
and other French cities and who 
saw Hitler's legions roll into con- 
quered towns is numbered among 
the new students at Gettysburg col- 
lege this fall. 


He is here majoring in political 


science in preparation for a career 
in the diplomatic service of his 
country, Costa Rica, which his 
father now serves as minister to 
Vichy, Lisbon and Madrid. 


Manuel Dobles likes the students 


and he likes the professors at Get- 
tysburg college where study in 
French, Spanish and English schools 
for the last several years gained him 
a status of a junior. "I'm very glad 
to be here," he added in his friendly 
manner. 


5th Visit To U. S. 


Manuel has been in the United 


States often—this is his fifth visit. 
This summer he visited his native 
country for the first time in five 
years. 


Four months ago he reached New 


York city on the SS Exeter from 
Lisbon, Portugal, after being sta- 
tioned for the greater part of the 
past year at the Costa Rican lega- 
tion at Madrid, where his father re- 
mains now at his post of duty. 


Since 1936, Manuel's father, Pro- 


fessor Luis Dobles, was minister to 
^France and was living at Paris. 
Manuel and other members of the 
family were with him there for the 
greater part of that time. For a 
year Manuel studied to England and 
also matriculated at schools in 
Spain and France. Now some of 
his youthful classmates from Paris- 
ian schools are fighting with De- 
Gaulle and the Free French forces, 
he related.

The grandmother expects to return 
to her Central American home be- 
fore winter.

Countries and experienced the first 
air raid alarm in the French capi- 
tal. He was then at the Costa Rican 
legation near the edge of the city 
and not far from factories that ap- 
parently furnished targets for the 
Nazi bombers.

Administration Forces May 
Seek More Sweeping Changes 
If House Vote Is Substantial 


Washington, Oct. 10 (AP)—Con- 


gressional opponents of neutrality 
law revision decided today they 
would have to wage an all-out fight 
against President Roosevelt's request 
for authority to arm shipping, even 
though some in their ranks were not 
dead set against the idea of putting 
guns on merchantmen. 


The big: objective. Senator Taft 


(R-Ohio) exolained, was to pre- 
serve the law's existing provisions 
prohibiting 
American-flag m e r - 


chantmen from operating in combat 
zones or voyaging to belligerent 
ports. 


However, he said, many opposition 


legislators had come to the con- 
clusion that unless a substantial 
•vote could be mustered against the 
ship arming proposal in the House, 
administration forces in the Senate 
were likely to seek more sweeping 
changes, which would end the curb 
on ship movements 


Approve Arming Ships 


"There are some who believe that 


the arming of ships might not be so 
bad in itself," Taft told reporters, 
"but when it is linked with a pro- 
posal to send those vessels into the 
war zone, the whole question must 
be considered." 


In the same vein. Representative 


Fish 
(R-N.Y.), ranking minority 


member of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs committee, said he would re- 
verse his previous decision to sup- 
port the armed ship proposal if it 
became apparent this v?as "part of 
administration plot to get rid of the 
combat, zone provision in the Sen- 
ate." 


"In that case." he declared, "I 


will be against the whole darn 
thing." 


"Deliver the Goods" 


President Roosevelt told Congress 


yesterday, in specifically requesting 
repeal of the ban on arming mer- 
chantmen, that he hoped the legis- 
lators would carry out the "true in- 
tent of the lend-lease act by mak- 
ing it possible for the United States 
to deliver the articles to those who 
are in a position to use them." 


"In other words," he went on, "I 


ask for congressional action to im- 
plement congressional policy." 


This meant, the President said, 


that congress ought to give "earnest 
and early attention" to other major 
revisions of the neutrality act so 
that this country would cease giving 
the definite assistance which we now 
are giving to the aggressors." 


"For, in effect," his message said, 


"we are inviting their control of the 
seas by keeping our ships out of the 
ports of our own friends. 


"It is time for this country to 


stop playing into Hitler's hands and | 
to unshackle our own." 


Many Ships Lost 


The President pointed out that 


while most of the war supplies au- 
thorized by congress were being de- 
livered, many of them were being 
sunk, adding that as this country 
approaches full production requiring 
the use of more ships it would be 
"increasingly necessary to deliver 
American goods under the American 
flag." 


The United States could not. he 


went on. depend upon the exiled 
governments of Norway and Hol- 
land to furnish the ships needed to 


carry supplies to countries fighting 
Hitler, nor should its ships be forced 
to "masquerade" as they have done 


1 under the flags of sister American 
[ republics. 


This was promptly interpreted in 


some quarters as an invitation for 
immediate action to repeal the ban 
against American ships entering 
belligerent ports; but administr^.; 
ticn-sponsore'd' legislation introduc- 
ed in both chambers, immediately 
after the message was read called 
only for elimination of the armed 
ship restriction. House committee 
hearings of the measure will start 
Monday. 


Chairman Connally 'D.-Texas) of 


the senate foreign relations com-
